OPPOSITION MEMBERS

Some of Conservatives Begin to See Ridiculous Position in Which | 
They Are Placing Themselves by Latest Demands For Royal | 


Commissions—Injustness of Accusations of Member for Rocky 
Mountain is Exposed—Dr. Blow’'s Attacks on Railway Policy 
Are Fully Answered by Premier, 


The length to which the opposition 
will go in their quest for Royal com- 
missions had a farcical exemplifica- 
tion in the legislature last evening 
when R. 8. Campbell, the member for 
Rocky Mountain, proposed a resolu- 
tion calling for the appointment of u 
Royal commission to investigate the 
vonduct of Premier Sifton, Hon, C. BR 
Mitchell and Hon, W. Gariepy and the 
department of the attorney-general 
for interfering with the administration 
of justice in the province As mem- 
bers of the government pointed out, 
there was not the slightest foundation 
for the charges, and as the premier 
said, it would be parteiulaurly and spe- 
clally absurd to say that he would be 
responsible for trying to get people 
out jail who ought to be there, But 
long before the member had got 
through his typewritten statement his 
own collengues were showing signs of 


uneasiness at the uncomfortable po- 
sition he was placing them in, and 
when it came to u eull of “ye and 


“nays,” only the leader of the party 
had the courage to support Mr, Cuimp- 
bell. The government side insisted on 
a division, whereupon 8, B, Hillocks 
of North Calgary left the chamber, 
and C. Weidenhammer, Stony Plain, 
although he remained in the House, 
did net vote, All the other members 
of the opposition stood up in support 
of the member for Rocky Mountain, 
Mut it was very evident they would 
rather have avoided the unpleasant 
situation his action had placed them 
in.

LONDON, “April 17.-—Today the 
date fixed for the cabinet couneil to 


make a final decision as to whether 
married mey should be conseripted 
the attacks on the government by 
newspapers devoted to the cause of 
conscription reached the climax of 
Vehemenee. 

All the government's alleged blun- 


ders—at Antwerp and in the 
elles and Mesopotamia--its alleged 
mistakes and its delays in connection 
with munitions and the air service, 
were reylewed and contrasted with 
the perfect orgenization reigning in 
enemy countries. The Times’ military 
correspondent printed an article with 
an elaborate map, purporting to show 
the 1et disposition of enormous 
forces of German troops massed along 
the itish front in Mlinders and 
lrance, and drawing the conelusion 
that Great Britain is still lacking the 
necessary reserves to mect a big 
tack 
Advocate Ministry's Overthrow, 

These newspapers are openly advo 
eating the overthrow of the “inefh 
clent’ ministr and exhort the mem- 
bers of parliament not to lose the op- 
portunity in the approaching debates 
to compel the government either to 
conscript married men or resign 

Through the afternoon in the 
bies of parliament there were rumors 
of grave cabinet dissensions ayd of 
possible resignations of minority min- 
isters who favor universal service, 

The council of ministers met late 
this afternoon and eat for litthe over 
hall an hour, @mimediately afterward 
the leading ministers attended — the 
war couse, whieh, it understood, 
was held as the result of the decisions 
arrived at by the cabinet  cougeil. 
What the decisions were has not yet 
transpired. They will be given to par- 
liament by Premier Asquith  tomor- 
row f 
According to the best information, 
however, there will be no resort to 
compulsion for married men, and the 
measures adopted will be along the 
lines already indicated in the despat- 
ches of the Associated Press—that 
there will no general compulsion 
on the Iines of “equal saerifice for 
all.’
